Desperate Work of Four Robbers Near
Albuguerque, New Mexico.
Atlantic and Pacifie passenger train No.
2, from the West, was held up by four men
pear Grant’s station, ninety-five miles west

of Albuguerque, New Mexico, at 7.30 p. m.

After blowing openthe express company’s
safe, the robbers wrecked the train, whieh
saught fire, the express, baggage and smok-
ing ears being destroyed.
